Drive on Rubber Costs 
Results in Lower Prices 





Special from A. D, N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, June 12.—The drive 
of Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
to force down the cost of crude 
rubber is gradually bearing fruit, 
it was revealed today in prelimi- 
nary figures of May imports. 

Total imports of crude rubber 
and liquid latex last month aggre- 
gated 29,724 long tons, valued ai 
$36,930,000. The average value 
per pound was 55 cents, as com- 
pared with 62 cents in April, 74 
cents in March and 17 cents in 
February, the last being the peak 
price for this year. 


The May price of 55 cents, how- 


ever, is in marked contrast to that 
of the same month of last year, 
when crude rubber was selling at 
36 cents. 

Figures for last month are basec 
on customs reports from New York 
and Boston, 96 per cent. of the 
total tonnage of rubber entering 
the United States coming through 
these ports, 

E. G. Holt, chief of the rubber 
division of the Department of 
Commerce, said that imports of 
guayule, jelutong, ‘balata, gutt? 
percha and other crude, scrap and 
reclaimed rubber were not includ-

084 in 1924. This again is a new 
high level for the first five 
months of any preceding year. 

Sales by the manufacturing divi- 
sions to dealers in May were 120,- 
979 cars, compared with 122,742 
in April and 113,341 in March, and 
further with 77,223 in May last 
year. For the first five months 
the sales to dealers by the divi- 
sions were 524,707 cars, compared 
with 318,121 in 1925, and 320,115

Wisconsin Motor 
Registration Gains 


Madison, Wis., June 12.—An in 
crease of 50,000 more automobil: 
owners at the end of the year 1926 
than there were at the end of 1925 
is indicateq in figures given out by 
the secretary of state here. 

On May 31 the report shows 
that there were registered 558,2 
vehicles, of which 490,8 
automobiles and 67,3 
trucks, With the first five months 
as the average criterion, these fig- 
ures would show that at the end of 
the year there should be registered 
650,000 motor vehicles, an increase 
of 50,000 over the figure for last 
year. On May 31, 1925, there were 
46,000 ‘ess cars registered than 
at the same time this year. 

A comparison of car ownership 
in Wisconsin is made with that in 
foreign countries by F. A. Cannon 
executive director of the Goode 
Roads Association of Wisconsin. 

Present figures show that there 
is one automobile to every 3.1 
persons in Wisconsin, Cannon says, 
and this average tops that of any 
other country in the world. The 
United Kingdom has one motor ve- 
hicle for every forty-nine persons, 
France one for every fifty-four 
persons, Germany one for every 
1,935 persons and Italy one for 
every 2,642 persons. 

These statistics are offered in 
support of the Good Roads Asso- 
ciation educational drive to inter- 
est the people of Wiscongin to sup- 
port the present ad stration’s 
road building program. 

“These figures drive home 
vincingly the need for better 
roads,’’ Cannon declares. ‘‘Assum- 
ing each motor vehicle weighs cne 
ton, we today have 650,000 tons 
of traffic pounding over our roads 
at a high rate of speed, and a traf- 
fic whith was unknown years ago. 
We have doubled the traffic which 
we ha@ five years ago. This year |

“The manufacturers have as- 
sured the government that the sav- 
ing effected by the removal of the 
excise tax on the cars which quali- 
fied to 40 per cent. Canadian manu- 
facture, will be passed on in full to 
the Canadian publie. I regard this 
proposal as of marked value to the 
industry, and if it is adopted I am 
| hopeful that all of the car manu- 
| facturing companies will find it 
| profitable to continue operations in 
| Canada. 

“The fact that this removal of 
| the excise tax on lower-priced cars 
|is restricted to cars which can 
qualify as at least 40 per cent. Can- 
adian until April next, and 50 per 
cent. thereafter, should, in my 
opinion, leadé&to an increased manu- 
facturing of parts and materials 
| outside of the automobile industry 
| itself. 
| “The resolution extends the same 
| privilege to cars from Great Bri- 
;tain under the preference and to 
cars from France under the French 
treaty, and may be of some real 
value to certain British concerns. 
As the main fompetition in Canada 
is with the United States, the 
change brought about by the reso- 
lution, namely, removal of the ex- 
{cise tax on cheaper cars made in 
Canada, will be of real vaiue to the 
industry here, and, I hope, will 
mean the termination of the period 
of anxiety that has existed during 
the past few weeks.’’

Detroit, June 12.—June’s first 
week, according to reports from

Price Changes 
ECENT price changes in the Hudson and Essex lines 
will undoubtedly tend to create in the public mind a 


belief that revisions are pending in all or most lines. Auto- 
motive dealers are likely to find this attitude of mind among 
their prospective buyers and they will have to combat it in 
making sales. That is, there may develop a tendency to 
“wait for price cuts” in the particular line the customer is 
interested in. 

Consensus of opinion in well informed circles is all 
against any likelihood of widespread price cutting. 
Within the next few months there will be general 
announcement of new models and in some cases these 
will unquestionably carry price adjustments. These 
latter are quite as likely to be up as down, however. 

In good truth there has been no change in the costs of 
raw materials or of labor that would make for price cutting. 
In some instances manufacturing companies have been able 
to increase production to a point where economies are 
possible and they may pass such saving on to their customers. 
But in the main there has been no change in the funda- 
mentals that govern price listings to indicate any immediate 
downward revision of retail prices. 

Recently General Motors made a careful survey of the 
situation and reported that the present price levels would 
probably exist for some time to come. Considering that 
General Motors accounts for 25 per cent. of the production 
of cars in all classes, this organization is in a position to 
speak with authority. And when this company expresses 
the opinion that no readjustment in raw materials costs or 
labor outlay is in sight, it naturally carries weight. 

John N. Willys recently stated his belief that: “Price 
adjustments of this nature at the present time are not to 
be looked upon as an indication of any trend in the industry. 
omer reflect merely an adjustment of prices to public popu- 
arity.
